When the setting of the ears commence 


go carefully through the field and lake 
out one of the, three, stalks, leaving but 
two stalks in each lull, with oxeeplions 
in the ea^e of outside rows anil nnd hills, 
whore it is desirable to let tho three fitiuks 
remain in each hill. " Subsequently, if 
upon olose examination the -oorii has at- 
tained an unusually heavy growth, and 
appears to be forming too dense a shado 
upon tho ground, it should bo thinned by 
nutting out tho suckers, a practice (hat, 
under surh circumstances, will remunerate 
tho labor and expense. 
Rxamine the 


field of corn frequently, il will alTord you 
much pleasure in its fine growth; and as 
you'pas.s along eradicate, every weed thai 
shall show itself above, the Kurfnce.
